Tho photograph obtained represented 


Kftto at) a plouflttut looking blonde of 30 
with moderately full fkoo, npurkling 
eyes, lightaouio cxprosBion, und buoy- 
ant manner; while Kato Stoddard, us 
nrreatod, was thin and emaciated. Only 
one person who knew her positively 
ooula bo found—MUM Mary Hnndly; 
but for more than six weekti after the 
murder that person was )nid up in bed 
sick. Kate Stoddard WM met by Miss 
Handly in tho street on Tuesday last, 
Miss Handly was going to Now York, 
nnd Kato Stoddard was evidently com- 
ing from it, when tho mooting by acci- 
dent took place. As soon ai she met 
her, Miss llandly recognized her, nnd 
followed her until she met u police offi- 
uor, whom slio induced to make tho ar- 
rest.

'Baltimore, Washington, and a count- 
less number of smaller places. 
Tho 


primary object of search was tho wo- 
man Sluddard ; hut so little was known 
about hor personally that, nt tho com- 
mcncomont, thoro WIIH next to nothing 
to work upon. 


The photograph obtained represented 


Kato at) a pleusant looking blonde of 30 
with moderately full faoo, sparkling 
eyes, lightsome expression, und buoy- 
ant manner; while Kate Stoddard, as 
nrreatod, was thin and emaciated. Only 
one person who knew her positively 
couhl bo found—Mie« Mary Hnndly; 
but for more than six weekti after the 
muidor thut person was laid up in bed 
sick. Kate Stoddard wit* met by Miss 
Handly in tho street on Tuesday last, 
Miss Hnndly was going to Now York, 
nnd Kato Stoddnrd was evidently com- 
ing from it, whou tho mooting by acci- 
dent took plnco. As soon ui she met 
hor, Miss Ilandly recognized hor, nnd 
followed her until she met n police offi- 
ucr, whom aho induced to make tho ar- 
rest,

searched for a houso whence n woman 
had boeu] iniesing since Tuesday morn- 
ing.

houso and identified Kate as her hoard-

times as sewing girl,

ry and money of hor victim lying un- 
touohcd in hor trunk,
